NANAIMO, Feb. 20.— (Special) -After a 
comparatively short but severe illness, David 
William Gordon, M.P. for Vancouver Is- 
land, died yesterday morning at luu resi- 
dence on Prideaux street. All winter Mr. 
Gordon had been in bad health, but was not 
thought to be in a dangerous condition. 
About a week ago he grow suddenly worse, 
and was found to bo suffering from heart 
affection. Dr. L. T. Davis, the doceased's 
regular physician, was in attendance, and 
did all that medical skill could to reliov 
Ins patient, but from the first it was recog- 
nized that thero could ho no hope of rccov- 
jry. Dr. Eberts, of Wellington, and Dr, 
Sloggott, of this city, were called in after 
the first relapse, ami from time to time, un- 
til tho last, held consultations with Dr. 
Davis. 

Though at times suffering severely tho de- 
ceased gentleman bore un bravely during 
his brio! illness, and until death closed his 
eyes he maintained complete consciousness, 
keeping up his wonted interest in all that 
was going on around him. Late Saturday 
night it was realized that the end was not 
far distant, though early yesterday morning 
he rallied slightly and slept for a short time. 
It was shortly after 11 o'clock when ho 
ssed away. 

Mr. Gordon's death is universally re- 
gretted here. His long residenco iu this 
city, the active interest ho took in all that 
concerned Nanaimo's welfare and his ninny 
amiable social qualities had endeared him 
to a largo circle of friends and acquaint- 
ances, who will long mourn his loss. 

David William Gordon was born February 
27, 1832, at Camden, Kent Cfc., Ontario, 
and was therefore Li his sixty-first year at 
the time of his death. Mr. Gordon was 
of English descent, his family [having ori- 
ginally come from Warwickshire, England. 
He was educated in Kent, and after leav- 
ing school followed the trade of builder and 
joiner. In his twenty-sixth year, Mr. Gor- 
don left his home in the East for California, 
where he resided for about threo yours ; he 
then came up to British Columbia anil, in 
1861, settled in Nauuimo. Here he carried 
on his business of contractor and builder 
and erected several of the first buildings of 
any size iu this city. He built the Frank - 
lyn houso and tho Iustitute, now tho City 
Hall. The latter building was one of the

first to be erected in the Province for what 
might bo called "literary purposes."' To- 
gether with Mr. M. Bate, senr., Mr. J. 
Bryden and other gentlemen, the deceased 
was mainly instrumental in organizing the 
" Institute" and in keeping it going while 
it lasted. For lifteen years after settling in 
Nanaimo Mr. Gordon carried on his business 
successfully, earning for himself the esteem 
and regard of his fellow-citizens, who looked 
upon him as a thoroughly upright, con- 
scientious gentleman and a man of wide 
ability. 

In lSTli, at tltd request of many of the 
most influential citizens, Mr. Gordon en- 
tered the political arena and sought election 
to the Provincial Legislature as the repre- 
sentative of the city. Hfl was defeated, 
but not for loCig. The following year he 
was returned at the head of the poll, but in 
the elect ion of '78 was again defeated by 
Mr. J. Bryden. During the two sessions in 
which Mr. Gordon represented this city in 
the Local Legislature he was not idle. lie 
was chiifly instrumental in forcing the 
Klliott Government to pass the "Coal 
Mines Regulations Act, 1SS7," and was a 
member of the committee which arranged 
the order of procedure of business which 
terminated in the deadlock of tho Govern- 
ment. Defeated in his efforts to represent 
Nanaimo city in the Provincial Legislature, 
Mr. Gordon sought broader fields, e.nd in 
the Bame year Btood for tho Dominion Par- 
liament, but was again defeated. J n 18S2, 
however, he was returned by a good major- 
ity, and retained his scat as member for 
Vancouver Island until the end. 

Mr. Gordon did much good work at Ot- 
tawa, and faithfully carried out his pro- 
mises to his constituents in so far as that was 
possible. He was a Liberal-Conservative in 
politics, a fairly good speaker and a hard- 
working committee man. 

Mr, Gordon was twico married; first to 
Emma Elizibetb, daughter of J. Robb, of 
Comox, by whom he had five children, a 
eon, Horschell, now holding a position in tho 
customs office, and four (laughters, one of 
whom is married to Mr. W. Hunter, prin- 
cipal of the Nanaimo high school, and 
another to Mr. A. E. Plants, real estate 
agent of this city. A third daughter is 
principal of the North Ward school, the 
fourth and youngest is residing at homo. 
In lSSli, four years after the death of his 
first wife, Mr. Gordon marriod Statora 
Kitty, youngest daughter of Joseph Shep- 
hard, of Lansing, Ont., by whom he had 
three children. 

The funeral will take place at ,T o'clock on 
Tuesday afternoon from the late residence 
of the deceased, Prideaux street. Rev. 
Canon Good will officiate. Mr. Gordon 
wns at one time a member of the Masonic 
and Odd Fellows orders, but of late years 
did not kerp up his standing. The 
deceased's family havo the sincere sympathy 
of the community in this the time of their 
bereavement. Mrs. Gordon is completely 
prostrated by the death of her husband, to 
whom she was devotedly attached. During 
his illness she never left his bedside, doing 
all that loving wife and faithful nurse could 
to alleviate his Bufferings. Flags are flying 
at half mast on all the principal buildings, 
and it is expected that tho Government 
offices and business houses will close on the 
afternoon of the funeral. 

— The following will 
act as pallbearers at Mr. Gordon's funeral 
to-morrow : Judge Harrison ; M. Bate, sr. ;

NANAIMO ASSIZES. 

Sentences Passed on the Bawnmore Raiders 
by Mr. Justice Crease. 

Nanaimo, Feb. 20. — (Special) — Sentences 
were passed this morning on the four men, 
McNally, Robinson, Massory and Poltine, 
found guilty to a greater or less degree of tho 
Bawnmore kidnapping affair. Iu passing 
sentence, Judge Grease said that had it not 
been for the recommendations of the jury 
he would have been compelled to inflict tho 
full penalty of the law. Aa it was excep- 
tional leniency was to be shown the prison- 
ers. McNally was sentenced to three years' 
penitentiary, Robinson to two, while Mas- 
sery and Poltine each received a Bentenco of 
one year. Commenting on tho sentences pass- 
ed, Judge CreaBO wished tho people of Nanai- 
mo generally to understand that ho thought 
in this decision the offenders had been dealt 
with lightly. Should anything of the like 
occur again, no such clemency would be 
shown. 

Judge Harrison passed sentences on tho 
other prisoners convicted. Dooley and 
Smith, found guilty of highway robbery at 
Nortbfield, wero each sentenced to five 
years' penitentiary. Ah Gong, a Chinaman, 
guilty of an unnatural offence, four yoars. 

The indictments against Jarensen and 
Holtz were laid over till next assize.

Fifty-Five Thousand Catholics Assemble In 
St. Peter's— Thousands Turned Away— 
The Pope Officiates at Mass. 

Rome, Feb. 19. — At daybreak the pealing 
of church bells announced tho celebration of 
the Pope's Episcopal Jubileo. At 4 o'clock 
thousands of pilgrims, tourists and citizens 
crowded before the doora of St. Peter's. At 
5 o'clock two battalions of infantry, in full 
uniform, wore drawn up before the cathed- 
ral bo as to he ready to help tho 2,000 or 
more gen d'annes in preserving order. Tho 
crowd swelled steadily, but remained quiet, 
despite the tremendous pressure of tho 
number who Bwept into the church. Within 
half uu hoar the great building was 
packed to the steps. Thirty thousand 
pilgrims and 2.-..000 or 30,000 Catho- 
lics from this city gained admission. 



Afraid ot Losing Ran Domingo. 

Madrid, Feb. 1!). — El Globe, comment 
ing upon tho report current here that an 
American syndicate will acquire 50,000 
acres of land on Samaua oay, St. Domingo,

Tho 
charges against one of the men is publish- 
ing an exceptionally objectionable anarchist 
pamphlet. Tho charges against tho others 
are only known by tho police. All the 
arrosts aro said to havo been made at tho 
instance of tho Russian Government.

He Was Bismarck's Prlenil. 

BERLIN, Feb. 19. — Baron Bleichrocder 
died at 1 o'clock this afternoon. Ho was 
tho richest banker in Berlin and one of the 
richest men in Germany. Tho fortuno left 
by him is eatimated at 100,000,000 murks. 
He was one of Prince Bismarck's nearest 
business friends, and during tho old regime 
was known us Bismarck's "body banker." 
Throughout the latter part of his life Bloich- 
roeder was the object of much anti-semitic 
slander and ridicule. His last great finan- 
cial enterprise was undertaken as one of the 
syndicate which will obtain for Austria- 
Hungary the gold necessary for the intro- 
duction of the Austro- Hungarian currency 
reform. 

More Australian Hoods. 

MELBOURNE, Feb. 20.— Steady rain for 
several days has caused the rivers of Queens- 
land to rise rapidly and to threaten a repeti- 
tion of tho recent floods. Gales have accom- 
panied the rainfall, so that between wind 
and water most of the railways and tele- 
graph lilies havo been rendered temporarily 
useless, Ipswich, Brisbane and several 
smaller towns are partly under water. In 
Brisbane the water is ten inches below the 
highest mark during the last flood, and 
some ten or twelve lives have been lost. 
Tho three vessels which were stranded in 
the Botanical garden of this city during the 
last flood, havo been gotten back to the 
river. In Northern New South Wales, th

At noon most of them had gone, and a quar- 
ter of an hour later tho military withdrew. 

This afternoon the Irish pilgrims attend- 
ed services in the church of St. Sylvester 
and wero blessed by Cardinal Logue. Tho 
English pilgrims, at the church of St. 
George, received the blessing from Cardinal 
Vaughan. ' The weather has been magnifi- 
cent all day. The air has been mild and 
dry and tho aun has shone uninterruptedly. 
This evening St. Peter's, the other churches, 
all tho convents and hundreds of private 
houses are illuminated. Tho Btreets are 
thronged and tho square in front of St. 
Peter's ia almost impassable. W ithout ex- 
ception, however, tho people have been per- 
fectly orderly. Not an arrest has been re- 
ported. King Humbert and Queen Marguer- 
ite took the usual drive through the city to- 
day, and everywhere were saluted respectful- 
ly. The scene at the cathedral was brilliant 
and impressive. The interior was hung in 
crimson and profusely decorated with flow- 
ers. Tho Pope, in full canonicals, was borne 
on the Bedhi gestatora up tho nave to the 
altar, accompanied by a gorgeous procession 
made up of richly clad and bejeweled car- 
dinals and the officers of the Swiss guard. 
The vigor of the Pope's movements during 
mass and the energy of voice and gesture as 
he gave the blessings astonished the people.

The Franchise in Britain. 

London, Feb. 20.— Right Hon. II. W. 
Fowler, President of the Local Government 
Board, has introduced a bill regulating the 
qualification of electors and removing the 
onerous restrictions of the existing law. 
Tho bill reduces the term of residence re- 
quired for qualification from one year to 
three months, and repeals the provision re- 
quiring tho payment of rates as a condition 
of the franchise.

(From the Inland Bontinol.) 
Tho annual meeting of the Royal Inland 
Hospital WHS held on Wednesday afternoon 
last. G. C. Tunatall in the chair. Secreta y 



E. H. Jones presented his report, which 
showed that thcro had been SO patients 
under treatment during tho year, an in- 
crease of 10 over tho number of the previous 
year, and that eight remained in the hospital 
February 1, 1893. §993.12 had been re- 
ceived from patients, and $243.4S due from 
the previous year had been paid, making 
Sl, - 2:>0.()0 as the total receipts. Dr. Furrer, 
the medical officer, presented a very inter- 
esting report. G. C. Tunstall, C. R. Slater 
and J. W. Mackay were appointed to audit 
the treasurer's report. Tho rotiring dir- 
ectors, J. Mcintosh, R. E. Smith, R. H. 
Lee and James Vair, wero re-elected. 

William Mackay, about 127 years old, who 
had been ailing for a long timo of heart 
disease and consumption, was striken on 
Monday morning with partial paralysis, 
and after a few hours became unconscious, 
dying on Tuesday evening. Ho had lived 
at Nicola for some years until last fall, 
when ho came to Kamloops, stopping at tho 
Dominion hotel, where ho died. Ho was 
much respected. He had insurance for 
§1,000. His father resides at Durham, 
Ontario, and his sister is settled at Lor rain, 
Ohio. His remains wero given a respect- 
able burial at Kamloops. 

Mr. George P. Raven returned on Tues- 
day evening with the remains of William 
Carmichael. Mr. Raven's ranch, where 
tho tragedy occurred, is fourteen miles from 
tho North Thompson, up Lewis to Forest 
creek, where only a trail exists, and tho 
body was brought out this distance on 
toboggan. Tho testimony of Mr. Raven at 
the inquest showed that tho death must 
have taken place on the evening of tho (itb 
or the morning of the 7th February, be- 
causo the figure (i was crossed from the 
calendar. A 41-calibre Winchester was 
used, which contained an empty shell. The 
verdict was that deceased came to his death 
by the discharge of a rifle in his own hands, 
but whether by accident or suicidal intent 
they wero unable from tho evidence ad- 
duced to decide. It is believed that his 
friendB reside in Eastern Canada. 

At Clinton ou February 7, before Judge 
Cornwall, an Indian called "Crooked-Mouth- 
Jack" was sentenced to nine months with 
hard labor for stealing hay from the Kelly 
ranch, one of the Western Canadian Ranch- 
ing Co.'s properties. 

W. J. Unwin, of the Dominion hotel, has 
given out the contract to build a hotel and 
business place at tho Kamloops Coal Co.'s 
townsitc, SO miles up tho North Thompson. 
If business warrants ho will run a weekly 
stage from Kamloops when tho boat stops 
running. 

Work on tho Coal Hill mine, which was 
discontinued during cold weather, is boiug 
pushed again actively. Tho incliuo is now 
down 200 feet, and a contract has been let 
to drive it 100 feet further. Tho work will 
be vigorously prosecuted until the valuo of 
the mine is thoroughly proven. 

REVELSTOKE. 

(From tho Kootenay Star.) 
Gus Lund, from McCullough creek, Big 
Bend, where he was prospecting last sum- 
mer and fall, has located three good quartz 
veins, two of them ten inches wide and the 
other six inches. The best samples assayed 
as high as $5,000 to tho ton, while tho 
lowest went $150. With stamp mills on 
the spot this percentage of gold per ton 
would bo highly remunerative, and a 
bonanza awaits tho capitalist who will take 
the venture in hand. Mr. Lund is very en- 
thusiastic over his prospects at the creek. 
He says there arc several quart/, veins there 
which would pay well to work, and that it 
would bo a paying investment to erect 
stamps there. About the middle of Decem- 
ber he visited tho Consolation placer mine 
on French creek, and tho nine men em- 
ployed there wero then taking out in course 
grains and nuggets §10 a day each, and tho 
ground improving. 

Cruely to cattle has been very prevalent 
this winter. Along the line of tho C.P.R., 
between Ducks and Kamloops, heaps of 
cattlo (dying and dead) are to bo seen in 
tho open fields, and not a wisp of straw or 
food of any description in sight. As for 
shelter, the ordinary rancher would laugh at 
the idea of putting up shelter for cattlo. 
At Ashcroft, Kamloops and many other in- 
land gruzing districts numerous losses from 
the same cause are reported. At Grand 
Prairie, where tho weather has been warm- 
er, cattlo are doing well. In Revelstoko 
district no losses are reported. 



A Dangerous I'olc. 

The electric pole on Pembroke street, 
Spring Ridge, is reported to be a sourco of 
great danger. Tho gravel has been dug 
from around it to a distunco of some eight 
or ten feet, and tho big stick standB on a 
little mound. Tho recent frost has causod 
this mound to crumble away, and at any 
time a serious accident may be expected, 
unless immediate steps be taken to havo 
tho polo secured. 

Assaulting a Chinaman. 

A Chinaman calling himself Ah Chum 
yesterday appeared at the otlice of the Chief 
of Police literally covered with blood. Ah 
Chum is one of a gang who go from door to 
door collecting bottles, and with a full load 
of empties he yesterday presented himself at 
tho Victory Brewery and offered his collec- 
tion for salo. Tho bottles were duly count- 
ed over, but a dispute arose over the exact 
number, Ah Chum claiming that ho had 
given in more than he got credit for. He 
was persistent in bis claim, and alleges that 
the man by whom the bottles wero received, 
Bankeabrink, struck him ou tho head with 
ono of them. A very nasty wound was the 
result. Bankenbrink has been summoned 
to answer the charge. 



INSANE ASYLUMS. 



Annual Report of the Superintendent 
for the Year 1!!!)2-Putieuts 
Admitted, Discharged, Etc 

Some of the Chief Causes of Dementia 
—Two Cases of Suicide, With 
Exceptional Features. 



Tho annual report of tho Asylum for tho 
Insano at New Westminster for ISiK was 
presented to tho Legislature yesterday by 
Hon. Col. Baker. 

Tho report of Dr. R. I. Bentley, medical 
superintendent, shows that during the year 
tho total number of patients under treat 
ment was 187, of whom 142 wero males and 
45 wore females. Remaining in residence 
at tho close of tho year wero Bio, of whom 
107 wero males and '28 wero females. Tho 
number admitted was 01, inclusive of nino 
who wero allowed to go to their homes at 
tho request of their friends and returned 
before tho year was out, making tho number 
of now patients received 55. Of theso_ six 
had been in tho asylum during previous 
years, ono had enjoyed home lifo for 12 
years ; another had paid tho asylum a visit 
for a few months every year since lSSLi. 

The discharged number .'!!), which in- 
clude tho nine who were brought back, and 
who are included among tho 17 discharged 
as improved. Tho four unimproved aro 
patients whose friends finding they wero in- 
curable, decided to nurse them at home. 

The number of deaths was thirteen, being 

0. 95 per cent, of the whole number treated, 
and seven in number less than lust year. 
There wero two cases of suicide amongst 
the number. Tho first occurred ou March 1, 
in a. strange manner, the patient, Knute 
Schubert, never having given a hint of his 
intention. Ho was a painter by trade, and 
had been oiling and varnishing in tho ward. 
Whilst in tho broom closet he forced his 
head upon his chest by pushing from tho 
opposite wall with his feet, and died by 
strangulation; when seen almost im- 
mediately after, he was qttito dead. 
Tho other ooouiud on tho 29th of May; 
David Wilson hung himself with a towel; 
ono end ho had fastened to a towel hook in 
the lavatory and tho other around his neck, 
ho leaned forward and thus strangled him- 
Bclf. Coroner Pittendrigh held inquest on 
botli of these cases, and the juries brought 
in verdicts of suicide while suffering from 
insanity, no blamo to attach to anyone. 
Unfortunate circumstances such us these do 
occur in tho best regulated asylums. There 
are always numbers of patients suffering 
from melancholia, who leave no doubts in 
the minds of those who take care of them 
that they will put an end to their trouble 
if an opportunity arises, but theso unfor- 
tunates had given no such hint. 

■Sinco tho last report tho Government has 
had tho city water connected with tho 
asylum. Tho present requirements noted 
aro a brick kitchen, a buke houso, another 
water heating boiler, lighting the building 
with electricity and moro accommodation 
for patients. It is suggested that the latter 
might be provided by building a third story 
on one of tho present wings. The appropri- 
ation asked for next year is §1 3,400 for 
maintenance und §1,100 for new buildings, 
etc. 

Tho 64 putients received during the year 
wero sent from the following places: Vic- 
toria 13, Vancouver 1!), New Westminster 
(i; Nunuirno 0; Efquimalt '2, Kamloops 1, 
Vale 1, Reveistoko 1, Wharnock 2, Lulu 
Island 1, Johnson's Landing 2, North Bend 

1, Burnaby Lake, Bowen Island 1, Skeena 
River 1, Donald I, Port Moody 1, Bella 
Coola 1, and Sooko 1. 

Some of the supposed causes of insanity 
are given as follows: Domestic troubles 1, 
religious excitement I, adverse circumstances 
ovo affairs li, fright 1, false accusations I, 
political excitement 2, solitary life 2, jcul- 
ousy I, und intemperance G. 

The average daily number of patients was 
125, the average daily expenses §63.47i the 
averags cost per capita 50c, tho average 
cost per capita per month §15 45.

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THE SMALLPOX OUTBREAK. 

Report of Royal Commission of In- 
quiry Into the Introduction and 
Spread of the Disease. 



Unqualified Approval of the Action 
of the Government in Assuming 
Command. 

Hon. Mi. Davio yesterday preBeiitod to 
the Legislature the report of tho Royal 
Commission appointed to inquire into tho 
outbreak of smullpox in the Province, and 
as to tho spread of tho disease, etc. The 
report is a voluminous one, covering twelve 
printed paqes. Tho Commissioners, Sir 
Matthew B< Bcgbio, C.J., and Dr. E. A. 
Praegcr, in transmitting the report refer to 
tho large amount of evidence taken. Thoy 
examined fifty-six witnesses, some of whom 
in addition to thoir sworn evidence, sub- 
mitted written reports. The Lwo questions 
which arose as to tho smallpox are, " What 
was the channel and means of the intro- 
duction of the epidemic?" and " How and 
why did this visitation become epidemic J" 
The report says with reference to the 
first of these questions : 

" Without attempting minutely to ex- 
amine all the cases adduced in evidence, or 
to trace positively the genealogical source of 
infection in any case, and without any 
opinion upon tho endemic theory of I)r 
Jones, wo are persuaded that tiie outbreak 
of July last was lineally derived at one or 
two removes from ono or moro cases of 
smallpox on board tho ' Empress ' line of 
steamers from China and Japan, and which 
must have escaped, probably unavoidably, 
the attention and tho precautions of tho 
Dominion Quarantine Oliicer hero. We do 
not wish to impute to him tho least neglect 
or want of skill. On the contrary, in the 
course of his evidence, his zeal and ability 
were manifest. But it seems almost certain 
that the symptoms of smallpox were first 
developed after tho steamer had passed on. 
And no oliicer can go beyond his instruc- 
tions, and in the curlier months of tho year 
his instructions were not so minute or 
careful as they aro now ; nor was 
he then furnished with tho disin- 
fec'ants which are now supplied. 

"All measures of quarantine, oven the 
mildest, are so distasteful to individuals, 
and so injurious commercially, that nothing 
beyond tho most necessary precautions will 
be tolerated, either by travelers or by ship 
owners or ships' captains, or by the homo 
consignees. In tho present condition of in- 
ternational trade and/ commerce, and tho 
enormous development of passenger trallic, 
auy stringency which is not apparently jus- 
tified by some obvious danger lias an im- 
mediate tendency to divert traffic alto- 
gether, and to interfere very prejudicially 
with the commercial results of commerce. 
Except, thereforo, in the presenco of actual 
contagion, the Government instructions 
have a natural tendency to laxity, nor is it 
intended that such instructions should be 
pushed extremes. After thirty years of 
immunity from any epidemic, after rinding 
that oven when cases of small-pox 
have arisen ■ here they have shown 
no disposition to spread, in would, in April 
or May last, have probably been deemed by 
tho wholo public in British Columbia quite 
unreasonable and fantastic if the same meas- 
ures of quarantine had been directed or in- 
sisted on by tho Dominion Government 
which tho same public deemed barely ade- 
quate in July or August. This long immu- 
nity sufficiently explains how the Govern- 
ment instructions and tho means at the dis- 
posal of the quarantine officer remained 
till July last precisely the same as had been 
issued many years previously, although tho 
number of entries of steamers alone, to say 
nothing of sailing vessels, had risen from 
five in a month at the former period to 
seventy-five in July, 1S92 ; and but for the 
recent panic, tho additional instructions and 
material furnished in August'last (e. g., the 
quarantine officer's steam tender and dioxide 
blast) might still have remained unpro- 
vided." 

After reviewing the circumstances of tho 
first case — Furrar — tho report says : 

"Tho quarantine on Farrar's lodging 
appears to have been not very strict ; tho 
reason alleged being that it was a very mild 
case — and it seems to have been forgotten 
that the mildest case of smullpox may com- 
municate a most virulent attack to an un- 
protected person, just as a person partially 
protected, either by constitution or prophy- 
lactics, may contract a very mild attack 
from a coniluent patient." 

Another paragraph on tho sumo case 
says : 

" There can be but little doubt but that 
many of tho persons in contuct with Farrar 
for a week before his removal may have 
carried tho contagion to develop elsewhere, 
though none of the subsequent victims assign 
his illness as the origin of their own ; 
and so, all the persons brought in contact 
with him have been lost Bight of. There 
was some coniliot of testimony as to the 
date of Farrar's discharge. Indeed, the 
extreme confusion and uncertainty of dates 
of the attacks in Victoria have been the 
chief difficulty in tracing tho sources of in- 
fection." 

The origin of a number of tho first cubcs 
in Victoria is traced, and the report con- 
tinues : 

" Monkhouse, with tho eruption on him, 
was suffered to walk about Victoria, getting 
Iiiil'r cut and taking a hot bath. Phillips, 
in the incipient stage, being locked out of 
the Clarence (where he was lodging) by the 
quarantine guard, was thu.9. driven out n( 
the very place in which he ought to UaVo 
been confined, and went ami slept ab the 
Delmonico. The very hands whose duty it 
was to confine and smother tho contagion, 
in their zeal, actually compelled the propa- 
gation of it. 

" Every twenty-four hours after the 1th 
or 5th July, up to the 10th or 11th July, 
brought several Hew eases. It is useless to 
pursue any fcrther tho history of the out- 
break in Victoria ; the outbreak was already 
there. Fortunately for tho community, 
other directing powers intervened, with an 
extraordinary and immediate ell'ect. With 
the change of system and administration, 
tho number of cases, which seemed to be 
advancing in a rapidly increasing geometri- 
cal progression, was checked us it wore by 
magic, and the history of the epidemic from 
the 10th July merely records tho iusuo of 
tho attacks already developed, and about 
an equal number of new ca-ies, probably 
derived from these. Previously to Dr. 
Davio being put in charge, every caso 
seemed to engender many. As soon as ho 
put his system in operation, the disease 
seemed to be entirely shorn of its mis- 
chievous reproductive energy. By the 1st of 
August it seemed completely stamped out. 

" Looking to tho rapidity with which the 
disease spread, and the proportions it had 
assumed, and the still greater proportions 
it threatened, tho Government had acted 
most wisely in promptly appointing a Pro- 
vincial Health Oliicer, and in issuing the 
regulations of eleventh July, 1892, for the 
suppression of the disease. These regula-

tions were, from tho necessity of tho caso, 
drawn up in great haste, and may bo per- 
haps altered with advantage in somo minor 
details. But, hasty as they were, they 
ellectcd their object. Wherever they were 
properly enforced, tho disease, if prcsont, 
was stamped out ; if threatened merely, was 
excluded. It is impossible to estimate 
what might have boon the loss to tho Pro- 
vince, in life and in commerce, but for the 
energetic action of tho Executive Council. 
And the want of uccord betwoen tho views 
of tho Provincial Health Oliicer and tho 
Munio'pal Oliicer made tho suspension of 
tho latter, in accordance with tho provi- 
sions in tho Health Rules, an absoluto 
necessity, in order to secure obedience to 
the Provincial regulations." 

Under the caption " Whence it (the 
disease) arose," tho Commissioners give a 
detailed statement which results in tracing 
tho first cases directly to the April and 
Juno trips of the Empress of Japan. Thon 
they tako up the question, "How it camo 
ho suddenly to acquire such serious pro- 
portions." They said : 

" Nothing, wo are convinced, could ex- 
ceed the zeal and activity of the Mayor and 
tho officials of tho corporation of Victoria. 
But wo think thoir efforts were misdirected. 
They had very inadequate professional 
assistance and advice. Tho lay stalf em- 
ployed was quite inexperienced, very im- 
perfectly instructed, and not sufficiently 
supervised. Tho methods of quarantining 
and disinfecting, intended to bo pursued, 
wero in several cases imperfectly carried 
out. But the main fault was, that these 
methods wero erroneous in their conception. 
They were devised on tho theory of estab- 
lishing a soparate quarantine in ovcry 
separato case: and this quarantine was often 
confined to tho singlo room iu which a 
patient happened to bo laid up. 
Thus, only a ainglo room in a 
largo hotel, or a tenement house, would 
bo quarantined. Moreover, it Bcems to 
have been conceived, that in a mild case less 
care was to bo exercised iu quarantining, 
fumigating, etc., than in a more serious at- 
tack. And this error seemed to bo hold 
even on tho investigation before us, by some 
practitioners. Iu some cases no quarantine 
was established until all tho residents had 
left ; ond it was generally established too 
late, through delay in reporting cases, and 
tho filtering of orders through different 
grades of officials. An inspector would 
deem his duty performed when he gave an 
order without seeing that it was carried out, 
that is — without inspecting. Tho conse- 
quence of all this was that every yell<MV n ig 
indicated, not so much a centre whore infec- 
tion was sealed up, but a nursery from 
whence it might spread." 

The report then goes on to deal with the 
difficulties encountered by the Mayor and 
Council owing to inadequate advice and tho 
entire absence of material preparation. 
After telling of the system put in vogue by 
Dr. Davie and Dr. Haseil, it saya : 

" It is to the credit of the Mayor and 
aldermen that, notwithstanding a little 
natural friction on finding their power 
and discretion summarily superceded, and 
their functions reduced merely to that of 
administrators and paymasters, they very 
soon loyally accepted and supported tho 
new order of things, tho beneficent result of 
which was so striking uud immediate as to 
command their immediate recognition." 

The report reviews the circumstances of 
the outbreak at Vancouver and New West- 
minster, and strongly urges the establish- 
ment of proper quarantine hospitals where 
patients can be treated. It saya that the 
natural desire of every citizen to remain in 
his own home ought not to be indulged in 
so as to enable him to be a public danger. 
The general health must bo preferred before 
the sentiment of an individual. It is re- 
commended that all cases of contagious or 
infectious diseases be reported. 

The following clauses will be read with 
interest : — 

" Nothing can be more deserving of cen- 
sure than tho action of somo practitioners 
in Victoria, during the recent outbreak, in 
actually giving certificates to some patients 
that they were not suffering from smallpox, 
in order to gain them admission into St. 
Joseph's Hospital, who were, nevertheless, 
immediately recognized there as having un- 
mistakable symptoms of smallpox evident 
on their persons. In general, no doubt, a 
medical attendant is warranted in conceal- 
ing from bis patient an opinion of the 
gravity of an attack of which he is not quite 
certain; but nothing can bo more calculated 
to bring distrust on the whole |professiou 
than the furnishing such a patient with a 
certificate contrary to the evident truth; 
especially in a time of epidemic, and more 
especially still when the consequence of tho 
certificate is to infect a wholo hospital with 
contagion. We question whether tho giv- 
ing of such a certificate, in timo of epidemic, 
by a registered medical man, ought not to 
be liable to exposure before the police mag- 
istrate." 

As to vaccination, the, Commissioners re- 
commend that it be made compulsory on all 
children before attaining the age of three 
months, followed by re-vaccination at the 
age of puberty, the parents or guardian to 
have the choico of humanized or borino 
lymph. 

Tho report concludes with remarks on 
quarantine generally and recommendations 
as to what should be dono to prevent tho 
introduction and spread of disease. Ouo 
paragraph reads as follows : 

"Seaports being the outposts of the wholo 
Dominion and the health of the wholo 
Dominion to its centre, so far as imported 
contagious disease is concerned, being en- 
tirely dependent on the vigilance in detect- 
in;; and treating such cases at the seaports, 
and the commerce of tho whole Dominion 
being also concerned in seeing to it that 
such protection should offer as little Incon- 
venience as may be compatible with effect- 
iveness, the expense of isolation and disin- 
fection of such cuhcs f.t the port of entry, of 
Beparate hospitals, etc., should not be 
thrown entirely on the respective munici- 
palities at such seaports ; but a proportion, 
at least, of such expense should bo borno by 
the Dominion. Not the whole expense : 
for such hospitals aro extremely necessary 
in these municipalities for dealing with 
non-imported cases : scarlet fever, diph- 
theria, etc. The Dominion, in return, should 
be invested with an authoritative voice, in 
their management."

Respecting the Aesessment Roll. 

Bo It enacted by tho Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria, by tho Council I hereof, as follows: 

1. It is hereby declared that a distinction for 
tho purpose of assessment shall bo mndo be- 
tween land and improvements situato within 
tho municipality limits of tho Corporation of.

2. Land situate within tho said limits 
shall bo estimated for tho purposo of assess- 
ment at its actual cash value, as it would bo 
appraised in paymont of u just debt from a 
solvent debtor. • 

3. Improvements Bituato within tho said 
limits shall bo estimated for tho purpose ol 
assessment at fifty per cont of their actual cash 
valuo, as (hey would bo appraised in payment 
of a just dobt from a solvent debtor. 

i. Tho Assessor shall begin to mako tho 
assessment on or boforo tho fourth Friday in 
January, and complete tho samo on or beforo 
tho second Tuesday in May, and tho assess- 
ment shnll bo made on tho said second Tuesday 
in May in each year. 

5. Tho Assessment Roll shall bo rouiriied by 
tho Assessor to tho Clerk of tho Municipal- 
ity on or beforo tho third Ijaturday in May 
in eacli yoar. 

li. In tho construction of this by-law tho ex- 
pressions " Land " and "Improvements" shull 
have respectively the meanings givon to them 
In Section 2 of tho Municipal Act. 1892. 

7. Tho Land and Improvement Assessment 
By-Law, 1892, and any by-law or by laws con- 
taining any provision or provisions which may 
bo inconsistent with or repugnant to tho pro- 
visions of this by-law, is and aro hereby re- 
pealed In so far only as tho samo aro so incon- 
sistent or repugnant, so that full forco and 
ell'ect Bhall bo given to tho provisions of thiB 
by-law, but not otherwise. 

8. This by law may bo cited as "Tho Assess- 
ment By-Law, 1893."

If this is a peaceful and 
law-abiding community, a community in 
which property of all kinds is safe, and ono 
in which men can go ubout their work with- 
out fear of being molested, workingmen 
will bo able to labor under tho moat favor- 
able conditions. 

There are in this Province many and 
great resources awaiting development, but 
if tho people are turbulent, if disturbances 
are frequent, development will bo retarded 
and employment will bo neither certain nor 
continuous. It is chiefly because the result 
of the trial of tho Bawnmoro kidnappers 
will have the effect of increasing tho confi- 
dence of tho world in British Columbiana 
that wo aro pleased that tho law has been 
vindicated in this case. 



A GOOD MAN COSE. 

The death of Mr. D. YV. Gordon, M.P., 
was not altogether unexpected. Ho had 
been ill for some time and his friends feared 
that ho would not recover. Tho pooplo of 
Nanaimo havo lost in Mr. Gordon a zealous 
and a faithful representative. He was 
always ready to do what he could to ad- 
vance their interests. The sense of duty in 
Mr. Gordon was uncommonly strong. 
When he was onco convinced that a courto 
was right ho would follow it, let the conse- 
•quences bo what they might. He was loyal 
to his party and truo to his friends. He 
was a man of strong convictions und J great 
earnestness of purpose. Ho never did 
things by halves, and he always knew his 
own mind. From the unanimous testimony 
of all who knew Mr. Gordon, wo conclude 
thut he was that noblest work of God — an 
honest man. 



THE LAW VINDICATED. 

It is well for tho sake of tho reputation of 
this Province that the kidnappers of tho 
crew of tho Bawnmore havo been convicted 
-by a jury of their countrymen. The men 
aotod with such boldness and openness as to 
load observers to conclude that they had no 
fear of the laws they were violating. It 
might bo supposed that they believed that 
no jury would be found on Vancouver 
Island bold enough to convict them. They, 
and those who countenanced and assisted 
them, must now see that the law of the 
land cannot be defied with impunity. They 
will he able to reali/.o that it is only so long 
as union men contend for their undoubted 
rights that they have with them tho 
sympathies of the peoplo of Nunaimo and 
tho rest of the Province, and that as soon as 
they resort to unlawful measures and do 
violence to the rights of others, they lose 
that sympathy. 

The trial and convictiou of these misguid- 
ed men provo that on Vancouver Island the 
peoplo are determined that tho law shall he 
supreme. Tho inhabitants of the Nanaimo 
district, especially, have shown very clearly 
that they respect the law and are willing to 
abido by its decision. 

Nothing could bo better or more becom- 
ing than the way in which lho citizens of 
Nanaimo havo regarded the oll'enco of the 
kidnappers und tho efforts of the authorities 
to bring them to justice. Thoy have stood 
calmly by, showing with respect to the 
Offenders neither favor nor resentment. 
It was evident from the first that the 
men would have a fair trial and that the 
verdict would he given without tear, favor 
or affection, Their attitude may have 
agreeably disappointed some observers and 
may havo affected others moat unpleasantly, 
but it was, without doubt, most creditable 
to tho citizens of Nanaimo and its vicinity, 
and cannot but bo productive of tho best 
results. 

The authorities did their duty in this dis- 
agreeable business, but nothing moro. And 
it ia well for all classes in tho community 
that they had the firmness and moral cour- 
age to act with vigor and promptitude. 



A MEAN ATTACK. 

Tho Times on Saturday attacked the 
Hon. Mr. Turner in a manner which was 
both coarse und dishonest, That gentleman 
ia remarkable for his courtesy to every one — 
tho opponents of tho Government as well as 
its supporters. In debate, too, there aro 
very few politicians so fair or who so rarely 
say what even tho mostsensitivo can regard 
as offensive. His kindly nature and his 
good temper aro quite as conspicuous on tho 
lloor of tho Legislative chamber as thoy are 
in his ordinary intercourse with his follow 
citizens. No ono but an unmitigated boor 
or a most unprincipled schemer would 
wantonly assail so courteous und so con- 
siderate an opponent as tho Finance M iniatcr. 

In tho debate on Mr. Keith's Chinese 
Restriction resolution, Mr. Turner was as 
mild and as inoffensive as it wus poaaiblo for 
a man in his position to bo. Ho did not at- 
tribute to those who differed with him im- 
proper motives. Ho did not indulge in 
personal reflections. He said nothing to 
them or about them that could by tho most 
uncharitable interpretation be considered 
unkind. Ho kept closely to his subject, 
and he used only auch arguments us must 
by all intelligent men be considered fair, 
Mr. Beaven, who followed him, took no ex- 
ception to tho tono of Mr. Turner's speech, 
or to tho nature of his arguments aud illus- 
trations. Yet, in the face of all this, the 
Times accuEes him of going out of his way 
to insult tho Canadian element of the popu- 
lation, of usiiu' " cheap John arguments," 
and ot speaking in a manner that was be- 
neath the dignity of his position. 

Those who heard the debate or read the 
reports of it in the newspapers, know how 
utterly without foundation, and how 
meanly dishonest are tho accusations of tho 
organ of the Opposition. 

Hero iB the passage of Mr. Turner's 
speech which tho Times asserts contains an 
insult to tho Canadian population. We 
take it from the report of the Times : 

The expenditure of tho Chinese employed 
in the canneries of the Province amounted 
to $1"> or $'-!0 a month, and they buy gonds 
made by white men. They consumed a 
largo amount of luxuries, such as canned 
fruits and liquors, and their clothing is 
principally mado of English material. 
Canada only produces two things, one being 
whiskey, which is extensively used by the 
Chinese. Labor cau bo obtained in Quebec 
for one-third tho price of the lowest Chinese 
labor in Victoria. Even with Chinese labor 
tho canneries of this Province had boon un- 
able to make a profit. 

Tho following is the corresponding pas- 
sago as it appears in the Colonist's report 
of tho speech : 

He (Mr. Turner) combatted tho statement 
that the Chinese employed in the canneries 
did not spend mnch money. He could show 
from the books of various concerns that this 
was not correct, but on the contrary tho fact 
was that they were large buyers of various 
kinds of goods of Canadian and British 
manufacture. Dealing with some ot the 
figures udvanced by the hon. member for 
Victoria city (Dr. Milne) ho showed how 
little valuo could bo placed upon these as an 
argument against the Chinese. Amongst 
other things raw material was imported at, 
say, $1, aud exported at, say, J2; but in the 
meantime any number of men had had em- 
ployment in manufactures. Speaking of 
the petitions which had been presented 
from Ontario and Quebec, he drew attention 
to tho fact that lower wages were being 
paid in Montreal and Quebec to white labor 
than were paid hero to Chinese. A Mont real 
manufacturer had gono into tho question to 
see what could be done, if ho could get Chin- 
ese labor cheaper than white. He had gono 
into the matter thoroughly, aud as a result 
had found that the Chinese would cost three 
times us much as the whiles. 

Ia there any Canadian in Victoria so 
idiotic as to take offence at what Mr. Tur- 
ner said about the cheapness of white labor 
in the Province of Quebec ? Everyone who 
has lived there knows that men ami women 
in Montreal and other parts of the Province 
work for very low wages indeed. What 
Mr. Turner said was the simple und unde- 
niablo truth dispassionately expressed. 

But it is very evident that tho object of 
the Times was not to prove that tho Fi- 
nance Minister was mistaken or misin- 
formed, but it was in the most inexcusable 
way to try to create ill-feeling 
between Englishmen and native Cana- 
dians. This is both contemptible and 
mischievous. Those who were horn in 
Canada and those who have adopted Canada 
as their homo, aro alike Canadians. The 
interest of them all is to do the best they 
can for the Dominion, the Province and tho 
City. It does look absurdly stupid to see a

man who bears an English, Scotch or Irish 
name, and whose parents, most likely, wero 
from the Old Country, regarding with 
jealousy aud dislike thoso Englishmen, 
Scotchmen and Irishmen who happened to 
have como to Canada a few years after his 
own father und mother. Tho man or tho 
newspaper that tries to sow the seeds of 
jealousy and discord in a community is 
nothing better than a nuisance. This the 
Times has done in its onslaught on the 
Hon. Mr. Turner. 



SIGNS OF ADVANCE. 

Tho statistics relative to tho trade of tho 
Dominion und the city of Montreal, which 
we reproduced in Sunday morning's issue, 
were takou from tho address of Mr. E. B. 
Greenshielda. President of tho Montreal 
Hoard of Trade. They show very clearly 
that tho Dominion has made very consider- 
able progress during tho last ten years. 

The exports from tho port of Montreal 
wero greater in lSDl! than thoy were in 
1S91 ; so was tho ocean tonnage, aud so wus 
tho number of ships that entered tho port. 
The progress of tho city will appear in a 
very atrong light when wo rellect upon tho 
fact that forty-seven years ago tho revenue 
of the city wus §08, .'ICO ; it was laat year 
$'2,-1 10,000. This is an immense inoreaso in 
a single life-time. There aro men living 
to-day in Montreal who havo them- 
selves witnessed this growth. Vet 
wo havo heard people condemn Montreal 
as a slow place. A citizen of Montreal, who 
is now seventy years old, was a man doing 
business for himself, it may bo, when tho 
revenue of tho city was less than one hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 

The advance of tho Dominion during the 
past ton years has been very considerable. 
Tho incroaso in tho bunk deposits is as good 
a test of prosperity as the most exacting 
can require. In ton yours tho deposits in 
tho banka have increased from $97,oo'2,000 
to §109,511,000. This is a pretty long 
stride to make in ten years, and ten years, 
too, if we are to believe some of tho blue 
ruin howlers, during which Canada bus been, 
as far as material prosperity is concerned, 
at a stand still. But this bank account tells 
a very different story. 

Some of tho figures show that 
many brunches of trade may bo 
said to havo been created sinco then. 
Ono of these is the export trade in cheese. 
Ten years ago it amounted to only $5,970,- 
000; last year it had grown to $12,554,000. 
Tho trade in horned cattle has advanced in 
pretty nearly tho Bumo proportions. In 
ISS'J the cattle exported wero valued at 
S3.285.000 ; in 1892 it was 87.749,000. 
In those ten years tho tonnage of shipping 
had (frown from 1-1,791,000 to 25,000,000 
ton3. It has been Baid that although 
so much has been done to encour- 
age manufactures in the Dominion 
the export of manufactured goods 
has hardly increased at all. Protectionists 
have been twitted ubout this by Grit orators 
time and again. What do the figures say ? 
In ten years the export of Canadian manu- 
factures had increased from $4,264,000 to 
$7,700,000. 

Thero is much more in these figures 
which proves that Canada has been steudily 
advancing in prosperity. This every one 
who has senao enough to draw legitimate 
conclusions from what passes under his own 
observation knows, but tho pity is that 
there aro many who consider themselves 
intelligent, and who call themselves Can- 
adians, who are too prejudiced and too un- 
patriotic to admit what to peoplo possessed 
of common sense is self-evident.

Dissatisfied Contractors— Formalities 
Which Were Not Complied 
With— A Lesson. 

A special meeting of the City Council 
wus held last evening, His Worship Mayor 
Beaven presiding. Thero was a full at- 
tendance of aldermen. 

A communication from Building Inspector 
Northcott, called attention to the danger- 
ous condition of verandahs on Government, 
Yates, Fisgard and Johnson streets, and 
recommeudod their removal. 

Ald, Munn' moved that the report bo re- 
ceived and copies sent to the agents, owners 
or occupiers of tho premises complained of, 
intimating to tho n that the verandahs 
must bo removed forthwith. 

Tho motion was seconded by Aid. linker 
and passed. 

Mr. A. S. Fraser wroto complaining that 
his tender for laying of sidewalks had been 
rejected by tho Street committee although 
it was the lowest. Ho said that ho had asked 
the City Engineer whether it was necessary 
to give bonds before sending in tho tender, 
and was answered in tho negative Ho 
consequently sent in bis tender with a certi- 
fied cook, but it was not taken into con- 
i ation. 

Ai.ti. Baker explained tliat.Mr. Fraser 
had not complied with tho conditions of the 
specifications, according to which bonds 
should have been given. When the City 
Engineer wus spoken to on the subject, he 
said that he had no recollection of making 
any such statement as that attributed to 
him by Mr. Fraser. 

A i,i->. MlLLER pointed out that printed forms 
were supplied, and Mr. Fraser should have 
seen by these that it was necessary to give 
tho names of two bondsmen. Ho moved 
that Mr. Eraser's attention be called to this 
fact. 

Ald BELVEA pointed out that clause six 
of the specifications was somewhat mislead- 
ing. It called for a deposit of $100 as an 
evidence of good faith, while clause ton sot 
forth that it was necessary to gi\o bonds for 
§500. This was somewhat misleading and 
unnecessary. He seconded Aid. Miller's 
motion. 

ALD. Brago stated that all tho con- 
tractors except Mr. Fraser had complied 
with tho conditions of the specifications. 
Had the contract been awarded to him, the 
others would have protested. 
•Ald. Miller's motion carried. 

Mr. John Leans wrote complaining that 
his tender for tho repair ot James Bay 
bridgo had been rejected, although the 
lowest. If it wcro because ho hud not paid 
his license, ho considered it a very lame 
case, inasmuch as he had always paid his 
license regularly. Tho fact was, Mr. 
Leans contended, that 15 per cent, of tho 
contractors supplying tho corporation had 
not paid their license fee at the timo their 
contracta were awarded. In the present 
instance tho city lost JSS by this transac- 
tion. 

Ald. BAKER, as chairman of tho Street 
committee, explained that Mr. Deans bad 
not complied with tho terms of the specifi- 
cation, not having paid his licenso. He 
accordingly moved that this communica- 
tion take the same course aa tho preceding 
ono. 

Ald. BelyeA seconded tho motion. 

The Mavor pointed out that according 
to the specification no tender Bhould bo 
" received " until the licenso bo paid. 

ALD. STYLES favored tho continuanco of 
the clause rendering a money deposit neces- 
sary, arguing that it was a guarantee of 
good faith, and that the amount should be 
forfeited if the work was not carried out. 

Ald. Belyea pointed out that tho deposit 
could not be legally retained even if the 
contractor failed to undertake tho work con- 
tracted for. Ho thought it a very unfortu- 
nate thing that the city should bo tho loser 
of §88, as in this instance, simply because a 
fee of §5 did not happen to bo paid up to 
dato. The alderman quoted from tho 
"Revenue by-law to show the licenso was to 
be paid up to November ,'!0 of each year. 

Tub Mayor quoted from the Municipal 
Act, section 200, to show that tho license 
must bo paid in advauco. 

Ald. Baker's motion prevailed. 

A communication was read from the Sec- 
retary of State, intimating that tenders had 
been called for for the erection of a powder 
magazine ; that the work would bo proceed- 
ed witii without delay, und tho magazine 
removed from Beacon Hill Park as soon aB 
possible. 

City Engineer Wilmot reported that the 
retaining wall on the sito of tho Canada 
Western hotel, between Courtney and 
Wharf streets, had caved in, rendering 
Courtney street unsafe. He suggested that 
Courtney street be closed to traffic until tho 
breach bo repaired. 

On motion of Aid. Belyea tho report was 
referred to the City Barristers, with the re- 
quest that prompt action be taken. 

The publisher's of the World's Fair Guide 
wroto asking for tho assistance of tho Cor- 
poration. Tho communication was referred 
to the Finance committee. 

The by-law to enable the Corporation to 
raise $250,000 in anticipation of tho rates of 
the year was finally passed. 

Tho Council then went into committee of 
the whole on the by-law to limit the number 
of liquor licenses. 

Ai.d. MlLLER opposed the by-law, con- 
tending that it was altogether unnecessary. 
In support of his contention he quoted sec- 
tions 21 and 224 of the Municipal Act, 
which give the Licensing Commissioners 
all tho powers necessary to deal with 
licenses. Ho moved that the by-law ho 
laid on the table, taken up this day twelve 
months, and that tho committee rise. 

The Mayor pointed out that sub-section 
B, 242, was the ono which governed the pre- 
sent point. 

Ald. MlLLER conceded this, but con- 
tended that the sections quoted by him 
were sufficient to govern all cases. Ho said 
it seemed us if the Licensing Commissioners 
were disposed to shirk their responsibility. 

A i.D. Belyea said that tho Licensing 
Commissioners hud repeatedly asked for 
such instructions as the present by-law pro- 
posed to give. 

Ald, Munn expressed the opinion that 
the by-law was capable of amendment, and, 
as it was incomplete, ho hoped it would not 
be pressed. 1 le thought the Licensing Com- 
missioners ought to bo left somo discretion, 
constructed as that board was. However, 
it would he an improvement if the Licensing 
Commissioners were elected as were tho 
aldermen or the school trustees. 

The motion that the committee rise was 
put and carried, Aid. Belyea, McKillican 
and Munn, being tho only dissentients. 

Ald. McKillican suggested to his Wor- 
ship that ho should advocate in the Local 
Legislature that the license bu raised to $500 
per annum. 

The Mayor pointed out that the present 



licenso fee was $280 half yearly- §100 per 
annum. 

Au>. Belyea was asked if he was pro- 
pared to go on with his Public Health by- 
law, and explained that ponding, the passage 
or otherwise of the Public Health Act now 
before the Local Legislature, ho did not 
think it advisable to go on with tho by-law 
just at present. 

The MAYOR said that the Medical Health 
Ollicer was anxious to have his powers 
tended. It was a mattor of great import- 
ance to tho city that they should be. 

Pursuant to notice of motion, Aid. Miller 
moved that tho Police committee bo re- 
quested to formulate rules for the guidance 
and governance of tho Police force. 

Ai.d. BELYEA explained that ho had writ- 
ten to several of the neighboring cities ask- 
ing for a copy of their police rules. As 
soon as ho recoived answers he would com- 
pile a codo. 

Tho motion carried. 

ALD. STYLES asked what tho delay was 
with reference to the Oak Bay sidewalk, a 
work decided to bo carried on some months 
ago under tho provisions of the Local Im- 
provement By-law. 

The Mayor explained that the by-law 
was prepared, and only waited for someone 
to move in the matter. All that wa3 to bo 
done wus to levy tho assessment. 

Au>. Belyea recommended that tho by- 
law bo held over for tho present. There 
wcro good reasons for so doing. 

Tho recommendation was adopted, und 
the Council adjourned at 10 u'clock.

FIFTEENTH DAY. 

Monday, Fob. 20, 1S93. 
The Speukcr took tho chair at 2 o'clock - 
PETITIONS. 

Tho following potitions were read unil re- 
ceived : 

From John II. Brownlee, G. F. Cairnio, 
and Emil H. Levi, to incorporate the Mount 
Tolmio Park and Cordovu B*y Railway 
Company.

RETURNS BROUGHT DOWN. 

Hon. Col. Baker presented a return of 
tho annual report of tho Asylum for the 
Insane. 

Hon. Mr. DATIE presented a return of 
the annual report of the registrar of births, 
marriages and deaths. 

Hon. Col. BAKER presented a return to 
an order of tho House for copies of cor- 
respondence re census of 1S91. 

DELAYED PRIVATE BILLS* 

Ms. Sword moved to amend the rules 
and orders by adding to section 5S the fol- 
lowing words : " Private bills brought in 
on petition presented after tho first two 
weeks of the session, shall bo subject to 
double tho regular fees." 

Hon. Mr. DAVIE moved an amendment 
providing that should it bo deemed advis- 
able to extend the timo then bills brought 
in under tho extension should pay double 
fees. 

The amendment carried. 

MUNICIPAL ACT AMENDMENT, 

Hon. Mr. Beaven introduced a bill to 
amend the Municipal Act ; bill read a lirst 
time, second reading Thursday next. 

CAKIH0O STAGE BOBBERY. 

Mr. SEMLIN moved, seconded by Dr. 
Milne: " That a select committee, compos- 
ed of Messrs. Martin, Stoddart, Smith, 
Rogers and the mover, bo appointed to in- 
c)uiro into tho claims of John Wilson and B. 
F. English, in rcferenco to tho reward offer- 
ed by the Government for the apprehension 
and conviction of the perpetrator or perpe- 
trators of tho stage robbery in July, 1SS9, 
and to report to this House." 

Hon. Mr. Davie said ho understood 
there were some rival claims for this re- 
ward. A man named Wells claimed to 
have been tho first one to give information 
to the authorities. Ho had no objection to 
the committee, which would relieve him of 
the responsibility of making an investiga- 
tion he had decided to hold. 

The motion carried. 

BOYAL COMMISSION RETORT. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven asked the Hon. Pro- 
vincial Secretary the following question, to 
which the attached answer was given. 

Q. " Havo tho Commissioners appointed 
to inquiro into the causes which led to the 
recent outbreak of smallpox in the Province, 
and the best means of preventing a recur- 
rence of smallpox and the introduction of 
other epidemic and endemic diseases, made 
their report to tho Executive? If so, 
on what date was it received by tho Gov- 
ernment ': " A. The report of tho Com- 
missioners was received to-day. 

INDUSTRIAL DISPUTES PILE. 

On the consideration of tho report of the 
committeo on tho whole on the Industrial 
Disputes bill, 

Mr. HUNTER moved an amendment giving 
workingmen or employers tho authority to 
bo represented upon the Council of Con- 
ciliation, whether organized or not. 

The amendment carried. Several other 
minor amendments were made and the re- 
port as amended was adopted. 

ORDERS DISCHARGED. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved that tho orders 
for tho second reading of the Companies 
bill and tho Bills of Sale bill be discharged. 
Carried. 

REGISTRATION OF BIRTHS. 
On the consideration of tho report of com- 
mitteo of the whole on the bill to amend the 
Registration of Births, Deaths and Marriages 
act, 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved an amendment to 
permit the undertaker who takes charge of 
the body for interment, to report the death. 

Dr. Milne asked that the amendment be 
placed on the orders to give time for further 
consideration. 

Consideration of report postponed. 
ARBITRATION BILL. 

Tho Houso went into committee of the 
whole on the arbitration bill, Mr. Smith in 
tho chair. Tho committee rose and reported 
the bill comploto with amendments. 

DEATH Of I). W. GORDON, M.I'. 

Hon. Mr. Davie, in rising to move that 
" this House at its rising do stand adjourned 
until 2 o'clock on Wednesday next," said 
that it was his painful duty to refer to a 
visit which the grim reaper Death had paid 
to the Province, taking away a gentleman 
well known to all hon. members of the 
House, and to all in public life, as one who 
for many years had been a representative in 
this House, and who recently had been 
elected a member of the House of Commons 
of Canada. In his life-time he had been 
highly honored for his integrity, his 
opinions had always been received with 
great respect, and Ids ability was 
very gonerally recognized. Tie (Mr. Davie) 
referred to the late D. W. Gordon, M. P., 
who died at his home in Nanaimo on Sun- 
day morning. Some hon. members of the 
Houbo were desirous of attending the 
funeral, which would be held to-morrow 
(Tuesday) and ho (Mr. Davie) was also 
desirous of attending, and he would there- 
fore move that the Houso adjourn until 
Wednesday. 

Hon. Mr. BEAVEN seconded the motion, 
saying that he did so with feelings of great 
regret that the Province Bbould have lost 
one whom it could so ill afford to spare — 
tho late D. W, Cordon, M.P. That gentle- 
man had been in this House for several ses- 
sions and he (Mr. Heaven) hod noticed the 
great regard and respect with which every- 
thing he had said had been listened to, and 
when he (Mr. Gordon) had gono to tho 
Dominion Parliament, there, too, his views 
were heard with tho same attention. Ho 
(Mr. Beaven) had been sorry to hear 
how ill Mr. Gordon was, and now that ho 
was dead tho loss would bo felt not only in 
Pritisli Columbia, but in Canada. Mr, 



Oordon had been a pioneer and had worked 
W'jll, and while ho (Mr. Beaven) rcgrotted 
Uio painful duty ho felt that out of respect 
tho Houso ought to adjourn. 

Mr. Cotton was sure all hon. members of 
tho House would join in tho motion of the 
hon. Premier, much as they regretted tho 
occasion for it. Ho had had the pleasure of 
the acquaintance of Mr. Gordon since ho 
(Mr. Cotton) had been in tho Provinco. 
There vrcs a sincerity and an earnestness in 
Mr. Gordon's life which had interested the 
people of British Columbia, and which ap- 
pealed at once to all who know him. Tho 
deceased gentleman had commanded great 
respect and attention from members on 
both sides of this Houso and of tho Houso 
of Commons at Ottawa, and ho (Mr. Cotton) 
felt that tho Provinco had by his death sus- 
tained a loss which it would bo hard to re- 
pair. 

Tho motion carried. 

INSANE ASYLUMS BILL' 

The Houso went into committee of the 
wholo on tho Insane Asylums bill, Mr. 
Rogers in tho chair. Tho committee ro- 
portod tho bill complete with amendments. 

HOME FOR DESTITUTE PERSONS. 
Tho House went into committee of tho 
wdiolo on tho bill to provide a Homo for 
deotiluto persons, Mr. Anderson in the 
hair. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved an amendment 
to permit a municipality to havo a Home of 
their own, and to relieve them from all re- 
sponsibility. Also to limit the contribution 
of other municipalities to 70 per cent, of 
tho cost. 

After considerable discussion, 

Hon. Mr. DAVIE said that inasmuch as 
the Government only proposed tho measure 
in tho endeavor to make it satisfactory to 
all concerned, ho thought that probably it 
might bo well to make something of a 
chango in tho provision for maintenance. 
He therefore suggested that it bo provided 
that the eutiro cost of the Homo should be 
paid by the Province, but if the municipali- 
ties wished to avail thomsolves of the ac- 
commodation of tho Home thoy should pay 
a fixed rato which would be tho average 
eo«t of maintenance of each inmato. Ho 
promised to draw some amendments to tho 
bill looking towards this end. 

Tho Committee rose, reported progress 
and asked leave to sit again. 

ROYAL COMMISSION REPORT. 

Hon. Mr. DAVIE presented tho report of 
the Royal Commission on Epidemic Diseases. 

VANCOUVER COURT HOUSE TENDERS. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven asked tho hon. Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works tho fol- 
lowing question, to which tho attached an- 
swer was given : 

(,>.- Was any tender for the Vancouver 
Court Houso received at tho Lands and 
\\ orks Department, Victoria, after 12 
o'clock noon, on tho loth inst. '! If so, 
will such tender bo received and con- 
sidered ? " A. Ono tender was received 
by tho registered mail from tho post ollico 
at 1 p.m., and was at onco put unopenod 
into tho locked teudor box. At 2:30 p.m. 
the tenders were opened by tho Deputy 
Commissioner in the presence of tho archi- 
tect. 

The Houso adjourned at 5:30 p.m. 

NOTICK OF QUESTION. 

By Mr. Houne : Is it tho intention of tho 
Government to repeal or modify tho tax on 
mortgages assessed and collected under tho 
provisions of the Assessment Act?

BIRTHS, DEATHS AND MARRIAGES- 

Annual Report Abstract for UliJl— A (Jeueral 
Increase All Round. 

The nineteenth annual report of the 
Registrar of Births, Deaths ond Marriages, 
which was presented to the Legislature" yes- 
terday by the Hon. Mr. Davie, contains 
8omo interesting information from which 
the following is gleaned. There were 922 
births in the Province during the year, as 
follows : Victoria 300, Nanaimo 221, New 
Westminster 134, Vale 10, Clinton 0, Cari- 
boo 4, Kootenay 23, Kamloops US, Van 
couver 174, Coihox 12. The increases fo 
tho various districts during the year were 
as follows : Victoria 88, Nanaimo f>5, New 
Westminster -IS, Yale 4, Kamloops 12, Tan- 
couver 71, Comox 12; total, 290. The 
decreases were : Clinton 3, Cariboo (J ; 
total, 9. Net increase, 281. 

The number of marriages for the year 
was 655, as follows : Victoria 261, Na- 
naimo 77, New Westminster 100, Vale 7, 
Clinton 1, Cariboo 27, Kootenay 8, Kam- 
loops 20, Vancouver 153, Comox 11, The 
different denominations were represented as 
follows, bride and bridegroom being of the 
same belief, viz.: Episcopalian 133, Presby- 
terian 77, Methodist 91, Roman Catholic 
57, Baptist 18, Lutheran 17, Reformed 
Episcopal 1, other denominations 4. There 
were 247 marriages where bride and bride- 
groom belonged to different denominations, 
and 1U where no religion was given. The 
list shows a total increase of 22-1 marriages 
for the year. 

The number of deaths shown is 750, of 
which I!I5 were males and 255 females. 
They are reported from tho districts as fol- 
lows : Victoria 293, Nanaimo 136, New 
Westminster 138, Yale 4, Clinton -I, Cari- 
boo 7, Kootenay (i, Kamloops 38, Van- 
coucouver 118, Comox (i. The largest 
number of deaths, 223, occurred un- 
der the age of three years, 17li 
between 21 and 40, 135 between 40 and 60, 
64 between GO and 70, 34 between 70 and 
80, 50 between.'! and 10, and 41 between 10 
and 21. Tho total increase over 1890 was 
105. 

Causes of death are given as follows, in 
classes : Zymotic diseases, 103 ; constitu- 
tional, 82 ; local, 20! ; developmental, 44 ; 
violent deaths, (iS ; not specilied, 191. 
Total from all causes, 750. 

ft will be observed that this report is an 
abstract for 1801, and not for the year 1882, 
as other returns presented during the 
session generally are. The comparisons, 
therefore, are between 1891 and 1890.

It is not yet known what speed sho will 
dovolop, but being fitted up with good ma- 
chinery in addition to hor sailing qualities, 
io iB thought sho will bo capablo of making 
eight knots an hour at loust. While on tho 
coast Captain Foot expects to visit tho 
wrecked Btearncr Michigan.

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A FIELD FOE WOMEN. 



THE OPPORTUNITIES OFFERED BY 
PROFESSIONAL PHOTOGRAPHY. 



Cutluirliiu Weed Darnes Thinks Photogra- 
phy Ih an Occupation Especially Adapted 
to Women— Advice to Beginners Who 
Wisb to Practlco tho Art For a Livelihood

"I believe photography to ho a fine 
field for women. Tho trouble is the 
average young girl is not willing to 
Work. It requires persistent, earnest 
labor to become a good photographer," 
said IMiss Catharine Weed Barnes, editor 
of The American Amateur Photographer 
and ono of tho foremost amateurs in this 
country. 

Miss Barnes, who is a granddaughter of 
Thnrlow Weed, has taken repeated prizes 
for her work, and last summer was in- 
vited to address tho annual convention 
of tho photographers of the United King- 
dom, which mot in Edinburgh. This is 
the first timo a woman has been so hon- 
ored. Tho year before she was accorded a 
similar distinction in being asked to speak 
before tho national professional photog- 
raphers in convention at Buffalo. 




CATHARINE WEED BARNES. 

J T took up photography tit first for 
tho pleasure it afforded me. At tho 
same time I determined to gain so pro- 
ficient and practical a knowledge that I 
could got my living hy it if I were ever 
obliged to do so," said Miss Barnes. 

"I remember tho first camera I had. 
"When it was sent homo, I didn't know 
how to set it up, and I had to follow the 
directions and experiment for about an 
hour before I got it into shape. Then I 
didn't know which end to look into. 
But I worked at it till I did. Now I 
havo 12 cameras ranging from a lens 
of 4 by C up to 14 by 17." 

"But how could a young woman who 
wished to make a living find salo for 
groups such as you take?" asked her vis- 
itor. "Now. for instance, this charming 
series of three pictures, tho well known 
'Enoch Arden' groups, which called forth 
so much applause at tho Washington 
convention last summer and would alone 
have placed you in tho front rank of ar- 
tistic photographers. How could one who 
did even as lino work as that find a mar- 
ket for it? When is it in demand?" 

"Firms who get up photogravure illus- 
trations for publishers and the publish- 
ers themselves will buy such pictures. 

"But there aro other ways by which a 
woman can earn her living at photog- 
raphy. Before I speak of them, let mo 
first say a word to tho beginner, 

"Photography is not easy work. Tho 
ono who tells you so does not know any- 
thing about it. Most easy work is bad 
work. Of course any one can press a 
button and make a snap shot. That 
does very well for amusement, bnt we 
aro speaking now of doing work for a 
living. When I began, I looked at every 
plate very carefully and tried to pick 
out its faults. I got good judges to criti- 
ciso it and attempted to do better next 
timo. Don't be discouraged at repeated 
failure's and don't excuse your poor work 
by laying it to tho lens. I havo seen 
better work from a $10 lens than I have 
from a iJIOO one. Of course the better 
tho materials tho better tho result. But 
one-half the success lies in tho handling 
of the tools. 

"If you intend to set about tho work 
seriously, go to a professional and get a 
position to do anything he wishes to put 
you at. Be content to begin at the bot- 
tom of the ladder, keep your eyes open, 
absorb till you can. Don't try to push 
ahead until you are capable. Thorough- 
ly master tho rudimentary steps of de- 
veloping and printing. If you are an 
earnest worker, you will continually be 
making now discoveries, which you can 
utilize to your own profit, and tho benefit 
of others. 

"I believe women are especially adapt- 
ed to this field of work. A well known 
photographer once told me ho preferred 
to let into his darkroom women ama- 
teurs rather than men, as tho women 
wero more apt to cork the bottles, turn 
off the gas and water and leave things in 
good order when they had finished. They 
havo tho delicate touch, the artistic feel- 
ing and the capacity for taking pains. 

"Hero arc some suggestions for wom- 
en who want to earn a living at photog- 
raphy: 

"Some women have the artistic in- 
stinct for posing people so as to bring 
out their good points. Such a woman 
might get a good salary in a gallery for 
doing nothing else, or she might unite 
with a practical photographer and go 
into the business herself. Again, she 
may have a peculiar talent for arranging 
groups so as to make effective pictures. 
Let her turn t hat talent into money by 
making a specialty of groups. She may 
have tho patience and tact to be able to 
get exceptionally good pictures of chil- 
dren. That pays well, 

"In order to bo tho most successful at 
these things, she should first bo a practi- 
cal photographor.so that when anything 
is wrong with a plato she may know 
where the fault lies. Sometimes the 
posing or grouping may have been right 
and the light wrong, Tho arrangement 
of the light is of vital importance. It 



can make n handsome woman positively 
ugly, or, if skillfully arranged, an ugly 
ono almost beautiful. 

"Another suggestion, which I, believe, 
is a valuable ono, is this: Let a woman 
who is a good practical photographer go 
to ono of tho seaside or mountain yesorts 
and put up a shanty, or a tent if she can- 
not do better. Sho can tako interesting 
bits of tho scenery for visitors to carry 
away with them. Sho can take tho peo- 
ple themselves posed artistically, as no 
itinerant tintype man has yet dono. 
Sho can pose her subjects on their fa- 
vorite rocks, in their mountain paths 
or in their boats; perpetuate their pet 
bathing suits or natty mountain cos- 
tumes. She can catch tho children dig- 
ging in the sand, and the mothers would 
bo sure to buy tho pictures. 

"If sho litis tho artistic talent to 
know when sho litis a good group or 
poso and the practical knowledge of de- 
veloping her plate properly, I believe 
thoro is money for the enterprising young 
woman at summer resorts. 

"When sho lives within easy distance 
of a park or promenade where nurses 
come with children, sho can get many a 
pretty group to bo made into a salable 
picture. 

"I know two young women up in 
Maine who are making themselves rich 
just by their success in photographing 
children. 

"There is room in any of the large 
cities for more such women who can 
make a specialty of talcing babies. Let 
them set up their cameras in a neat, 
cozy little gallery and advertise that they 
will tako photograph of children f> ir 
ono week free of charge. If their work 
is very good, they won't need to adver- 
tise any more — their photographs will do 
tho rest. 

"In Chicago thoro is a young woman 
who is an adept at posing people, and 
who also takes the delicate, soft photo- 
graphs which are so like engravings. 
It didn't take actresses or society wom- 
en very long to find this out, and sho now 
has all sho can do, at good prices too. 

"Tho artistic quality in a photograph 
will bring its price, and in this direction 
thoro is an unlimited field for women."

WOMAN'S WORLD IN PARAGRAPHS. 



Post Graduate Women Students at Johns 
Hopkins University. 

An institution of learning no longer 
honors women when it opens its doors 
to students of the feminine sex. It honors 
itself. The noble Johns Hopkins univer- 
sity at Baltimore has at length thus dono 
itself credit. Ten years ago a young 
lady friend of my own, a college graduate 
ami ono of tho most conscientious stu- 
dents I ever knew, tried every known 
means to induce tho Johns Hopkins fac- 
ulty to admit Iter to one of tho post 
graduate courses. They refused with' 
alacrity. Furthermore, they went out 
of their way to assure Iter the day would 
nover come when women would set 
foot within tho sacred gi tes of Johns 
Hopkins. My friend did tho next best 
thing. Sho swallowed her disappoint- 
ment, went to England for tho instruc- 
tion her own country denied her and 
was obliged to put up with teaching 
from Professor Huxley, who had no prej- 
udice at all against women students. 
Behold! In the department of organic 
geology Miss Florence Bascom will next 
Juno receive from Johns Hopkins the 
degree of Ph. D. — doctor of philosophy 
— tho highest n university can bestow. 
In December the faculty of the univer- 
sity decided that tho graduate depart- 
ments should bo opened regularly to 
women. The trustees gave permission 
bo long ago its 1877. Tho learned and 
conservative faculty havo ever since then 
been making up their minds to it. But 
they have yielded most gracefully tit 
last and dono honor to themselves and 
won tho gratitude of women whoso 
gratitude is of a kind that wafts 
him who earns it onward to nobler 
heights. American women need no 
longer leavo their own countij and go to 
tho universities of Paris and London and 
Zurich to complete their special studies. 
They can go to Johns Hopkins and to 
Yale. Dr. Cr. H. Williams, head of tho 
department of geology at Johns Hop- 
kins, .and Professor Griffin are the ones 
women must thank for brave champion- 
ship of their cause, for it was through 
the efforts of these two that tho happy 
change was brought about. The under- 
graduate course will not at present bo 
open to women, because there aro til- 
ready plenty of colleges where they can 
obtain tho degree of bachelor of arts. 
Miss Bascom obtained her preliminary 
degree at tho University of Wisconsin 
in 1882. Later she was mado master of 
arts by the same institution, of which 
her father, Dr. John Bascom, was presi- 
dent. A proud man that father must be! 

Mrs. Martin Footo Crowo is full pro- 
fessor of English literature in tho mag- 
nificent Chicago university. Professor 
Crowe is one of tho most learned special- 
ists of her time in this department. 

From present indications tho scholars, 
preachers and college professors of the 
^Oth century will he women. 

Early in tho contest tho election of a 
Democratic senator in Kansas might 
have been predicted by one who watched 
the signs. A dispatch from Topeka 
said, "A noticeable incident in tho strife 
was tho conduct of tho populist women, 
who crowded into tho statehouse and 
urged members to stand firm and defeat 
the Republican party at all hazard." 

Remember this— make your own the 
power of the purse. Then .and not till 
then can you stand on an equality with 
men. 

Fraulein Helene Lango lias succeeded 
in waiting up even Germany to the ne- 
cessity of a higher education for women. 
She was educated by a widower father 
with a family of brothers, and conse- 
quently never knew the soul killing con- 
ventionality which binds German wom- 
en down witli its iron bands.

"A Tin Soldier," "A Hag Baby," "A Brass

made Mr. Hoyt rich. Ho is probably worth 
more than t"J50,000.

All doubts as to the into of the schooner 
Maggie Mae seem to bo cleared away by 
the story brought down by tho Bending 
schooner Pioneer. It will ,be remembered 
that something over a year ago tho Colon- 
ist published an account of a wreck which 
bad occurred near Cape Srott. A repre- 
sentative of the Colonist was dispatched 
to ascertain the particulars of tho wreck, 
but owing to the roughness of the coast and 
tho stormy weather ho was unable to reach 
the scono of tho disaster. From the de- 
scription of the fragments obtained by him 
from tho Indians it was then supposed that 
the ill-fated vessel was the schooner Henry 
Dennis. The Quadra made a trip to the 
same locality a little later, but in some way 
missed tho wreck, and so the matter re- 
mained, until the story told by Capt. Mc- 
Leod, of tho Pioneer. 

The tale of tho location of the wreck wua 
told to the captain by two men who are 
running a storo on Quatsino Sound. Ac- 
cording to them, the Indians reported^ a 
wreck lying in one of tho many email ' 0A y a 
Bouth of Capo Scott. Aa they arc, OICeu 
compelled to go across to Port P (U pect for 
supplies, they resolved on one of Uleae tripa 
to look tho matter up, and uf'^,. t i i(1 i. 
eulty located tho wreckage. Q tl t i l0 beach 
was found a mass of deb' i .( 8) consisting of a 
aide of the schooner, < Me house, fragments 
of tho boats, boxes, barrels, cordage, etc. 
The veasel must, in their opinion, have gone 
down somewhere among the group of small 
islands between Cape Scott and Triangle 
Inland. 

The crew wcro undoubtedly lost with tho 
vessel, as from tho nature of the surround- 
ings the Indiana claim that in case of a 
storm of any magnitude no bout or being 
could live for any length of time in tho 
angry breakers, or by any possibility make 
a landing. 

The Pioneer has had rather a hard time 
of it, as during an eiitiro mouth out of port 
the wind was so high and the sea so rough 
that the lowering' of u boat would have been 
impossible. About a month ngo, while lying 
ut anchor in St. George's Hay, the anchor 
chain of the Pioneer snapped and the 
ohooner was driven out to sen. Capt. Me- 
Leod resolved to make an attempt to return 
Victoria, but owing to heavy head 
winds the progress was very slow. 
Last Saturday morning, oft" Cape Flattery, 
Ned Cuhrill, one of the seamen, went out 
on the jibboom to mako fast the jib. An 
unusually heavy sea swung tho boom sud- 
denly, and washed him away. With great 
dilliculty the schooner was biought to, and 
a boat lowered in the raging sea, 

Though the wind had kept the body afloat 
by inflating the oil skins worn by tho tin- 
fortunate sailor, h was dead when the boat 
reached him. The entire bout's crew al- 
most despaired of life before the schooner 
Was again reached. The body was brought 
in to Victoria, 

No schooners were sighted during the 
voyage, but Capt. McLeod thinks that the 
catch must bo very small, owing to the 
rough weather. The seals seemed to be 
ery scarce along the shores of Vancouver 
Island so far as ho could see, though tho 
weather was too rough to lower a boat.

Scarcely lesa voluminous 
is the Canadian or British case, and in ad- 
dition to the affidavits there are any number 
of reports to be considered, of commissioners, 
agents, etc., so that iu hearing tho evidence 
alone there must bo many days taken up. 

All tho circumstances considered, tho 
work cannot possibly be accomplished in tho 
short time now remaining, and the two 
governments will undoubtedly join in tho 
now treaty mentioned and extend tho 
mcdui at least untli January 1, 1894, if not 
until tho 1st of May. 



EDWARD BLAKE 

His First Speech in the Imperial Parliament 
a Distinct Success— Tho " Byeman " of 
the Party. 

London, Feb. 20.— Hon. Edward Blake's 
first speech in tho House of Commons was u 
distinct success. Ho spoke for an hour and 
a half, impromptu, in reply to Mr. Cham- 
berlain, forcibly dealing with the point 
raised by the latter, and holding the close 
attention of u full House. While he con- 
sidered thut the bill amply secured the 
supremacy of the Imperial Parliament, Mr. 
Blake suid he objected to the suspension of 
the land question for three years. The 
Irish Parliament, he thought, ought to be 
empowered to deal at once with the land 
problem. Much enthusiasm was shown 
when the speech was finished, both Liberals 
and Irish members cheering loudly, the lat- 
ter standing up unci waving their hands. 
Mr. Blake was warmly complimented on 
his speech by distinguished members of the 
Cabinet, who aro said to have declared the 
speech one of the beat ever heard within 
the walls of the Parliament building. The 
Liberal press is unanimous in his praise. 

The Daily News says: "The brilliant 
speech created a profound impression." 

The Chronicle says : "The peroration 
was us fine as any tho House of Commons 
has ever beard." 

The Westminster Gazette remarks that 
"it was a bold thing for Mr. lilake to 
attempt an impromptu reply to Mr. 
Chamberlain." It gives him praise and 
suys he acquitted himself very well. 

The Times thinks Mr. Blake ia evidently 
going to be run as the bye-man of the 
Nationalist party. 

The .St. James Gazette snecringly de- 
scribes the cheering as "artificial" and as 
that of a " hired clique." 



TERRIFIC STORMS. 

.Numerous Wrecks mid Heavy Losses of Life 
on the Scotch Const. 

London, Feb. 20.— A fishing boat went 
down with its nine occupants to-day in a 
storm off Banff, on the Scotch coast. Tho 
fishing boats Charlotte and Jessie foundered 
in a storm off Wick this afternoon. All 
told, nineteen men in tho boats were 
drowned. A terrific storm has swept tho 
Northwest coast of Scotland since curly this 
morning. Sleet and rain, and occasionally 
bail, have fallen along tho whole Northern 
coast. Much wreckage has drifted ashore, 
and reports of amall losses of life at various 
points are received hourly.

Last Word Received From H. M. S. 
" Warspite " Now Voyag inpr 
to England. 

Orders From tha Ships of the Squad- 
ron— The '"Royal Arthur" 
iu Commission. 

Letters just received from H.M.S. Wur- 
apito give an entertaining ' account of the 
voyage of the flagship and her companion, 
the Melpomene, sinco they bade Victorians 
good-bye. From these letters the appended 
extracts are taken ; they (five the latest 
newu of the departing flagship, which it is 
doubtful if Victorians will sec again for 
some time. Her successor, tho Royal 
Arthur, went in commission yesterday, and 
will bring Admirul Stephenson here, via 
Hawaii, at once. 

Now Year's day was passed by those 
aboard the Warspite and the Melpomene 
at Acapulco, stoppages being made on 
tho way down at .Santa Barbara 
and San Diego. The Melpomene got 
in over tho bar, but tho iligship was too big 
to follow, and so remained at anchor six 
miles off tho groat Coronado Beach hotel, 
which, ut (ho time of the warships' visit hud 
almost its complement of one thousand 
guests. 

" The beach," says the letter quoted, " is 
not more beautiful than that of Oak Bay, 
and the tropical climate of the place iu cer- 
tainly not so well adapted to Furopean con- 
stitutions. Two balls, in honor of the Brit- 
ish naval ollicers, were given during the 
stay of thu warships at San Diego." 

The Warspite is not likely to bo relieved 
so as to get heme curlier than July. H. M. 
S. Royal Arthur, Admiral Stephenson's 
flagship, is reported to have entered com- 
mission yesterday, preparatory to voyaging 
by easy stages to Eiquimalt, accompanied 
by II. M.S. Temeraire. The Gurnet will 
come hero to relievo the Hyacinth, which, 
upon her arrival, will leave for Honolulu ; 
the Melpomene goes to Chili. 

Lord.Braasoy's Naval Annual thus de- 
scribes' the new flagship: "II. M. 
S. Royal Arthur, lirst-clafls cruiser, 
originally named Centaur before she 
was launched. She is copper- 
sheathed. She has twin screws, and is a 
7,700 tons ship, with 1,200 horse-power. 
Her draught of water is '_'.'! feet I) inches, 
length 300 feet, beam GO foot. She was 
launched at Portsmouth inlhiil. Tho makers 
of her engines wore Maudsley & Co. Her 
total coast was £377,230. Her armament 
is one i)2-'J2 tons B.L.R., twelve 6 quiok 
firing, seventeen 6-pounders and Im pounders, 
eight machine guns, four fish torpedoes, and 
one launching carriage. Her speed is 19.8 
knots. She carries 850 tons of coal, which is 
estimated to take her 10,000 knots at 10 
knots per hour. On her trial trip she made 
over 20 knots. She is not armored, but has 
a steel protected deck over her vital parts."
